WASHINGTON, May 14.—Details of

UUURT IN $107,000 
SUIT SHE INRERITED 


Mrs. Elizabeth Knisely Asking 
Payment of Claim Her Late 
Husband Presented. 


Mrs. Grace A. Leathe, once known 
as the richest widow in St. Louis, and 
recently quoted as saying that she 
was “land poor,” appeared in the Cir- 
cuit Court Thursday afternoon as de- 
fendant in a suit for $107,500 brought 
against her by Mrs. Elizabeth C, 
Knisely. 

Mrs. Knisely also was in court. She 
and Mrs. Leathe sat opposite each 
other in the enclosure reserved for 
counsel] and litigants. There was no 
evidence of enmity, as the women 
were not originally the principals in 
the litigation. To each it was an in- 
i1eritance. 

Mrs. Knisely’s husband, Charles 
<nisely, who died‘in 1904, was the 
original plaintiff and Mrs. Leathe’s 
husband, Samuel H. Leathe, who died 
in 1907, was the defendant. Each 
woman is now the executor of her 
nausband's estate. 

Mrs. Leathe in court wore a dark blue 
tailored gown, a blue hat and a gray 
veil. Mrs. Knisely was clad in a dark 
tailored costume. 

Controversy Began 15 Years Ago. 

The suit is based on a controversy be- 

tween Leathe ang Knisely, which start- 
ed nearly 15 years ago. The case once 
was tried in the Circuit court and 
thrown out on a demurrer an the 
ground that the statute of limitations 
had expired. The Supreme Court ruled 
that the demurrer should not have been 
sustained and that the case should have 
gone to the jury. It was filed again in 
1909. 
Mrs. Knisely in her petition alleged 
that her husband tn 1900 agreed to act 
as agent for Samuel H. Leathe In finding 
a purchaser for 37,514 acres of land in 
St. Francois and Madison counties, Mis- 
sourt. She asserts that Charles C. Wol- 
cott agreed to purchase the land for 
$950,000, but that Leathe violated the 
agreement by failing to sign the deeds. 

Keisely Sued for Commission. 
The amount sued for is alleged to 
heave been the commission due to 
Knisely for finding a purchaser for 
the land. Knisely at the time was a 
reporter on a morning newspaper. 
Leathe later sold the property to the 
Mine La Motte Lead and Smelting Co.

GUNTROL OF NEW 
SOUTHERN HOTEL 


Men Holding Lease Unable to 
Furnish Money for Finish- 
ing Alterations. 


Control of the New Southern Hotel, 
which is being remodeled and refur- 
nished, has passed from the :-towa 
Realty Co., which held the lease, to the 
several firms of contractors who have 
done the work of remodeling and re- 
decorating. 

The contractors Thursday served no- 
tice on the Missouri Athletic Ac-ocia- 
tion, which has quarters in the hote) 
building, that they had taken over the 
lease and property of the hotel company. 
One of the attaches of the hotel com- 
pany told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
Frank Powell, president of the hotel 
company, Joseph Turley, Dod Gibson 
and other officials had turned over their 
interests to @ new company. 

The realty company was unable to 
furnish sufficient money to finis: the 
necessary alterations and put im the 
furnishings for the opening of the hotel. 
It is said that more than $100,000 has 
been spent so far. 

It had been the intention of the com- 
pany to-reopen the hotel May 1, and 
advertisements to that effect were pub- 
lished. 

President Powell would not make any 
Statement when seen by a reporter as 
to whether control of the jAoctel had 
passed from his company. Turley also 
refused to make a statement. 

The Chicago Bonding and Surety Co. 
had signed several of the contracts as 
surety against mechanics’ liens and oth- 
er Habilities. This company instructed 
its legal representative here to take nec- 
essary steps for the protection of its 
interests. The attorney for the com- 
pany was notified that the contractors 
would take possession of the hotel and 
make arrangements for reopening it. 

Nearly all the rooms in the hotel have 
}been remodeled and redecorated. The 
big lobby also has been redecorated, 
and furniture has been ordered. The 
entire building was repainted. 

The contractors, it is understood, have 
had to bear the brunt of the expense 
They recently had a meeting and decide’ 
that as the realty company which took 
the lease on the hotel had not mad- 
good on their contracts, that they would 
take possession of the building for the 
protection of their financial interests 
and make the necessary arrangements to

They covered their retreat with 
artillery and left by the railroad, pre- 
sumably for San Luis Potosi.

The evacuation of the city came only 
after the Federal gunboats, Bravo and 
Zaragoza, whose cannon had been the 
main support of the Federal defenders, 
steamed out of the Panuco River and 
anchored near the American warships.

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ANOTHER SUIT 
BROUGHT TO CLOSE 
IEWISH CEMETERY 


Clayton Family Charges Three 
Members Contracted Small- 
pox From Funeral Party. 


The second suit within a few days to 
enjoin the director of the Scheirith 
Israel Cemetery association from con- 
ducting burials in the cemetery near 
Cigyton was filed, Thursday, by the 
English family, which owns property 
across the road from the cemetery. 
They charge that contagious diseases 
have been spread among the members of 
the family and that burials have been 
conducted without regard for the safety 
and health of people of the community. 
The plaintiffs are Margaret, Mary A., 
Richard P., James T. and Kate A. En- 
glish, who say they and their ancestors 
have resided on their property for 47 
years; that the neighbornwva is grow- 
ing rapidly as a residence district, and 
that the presence of a cemetery is a 
nuisance. 

Tells of Night Funerals. 
The petition charges that funerals 
have been conducted secretly at night,, 
and that bodies of persons have been 
buried at an insufficient depth. It al- 
leges that at night funerals some bodies 
have been buried outside the burial 
Ground on property not owned by the 
association, and that lookouts and sen- 
tinels have been placed to give warning 
of the approach of persons. 
Children have been buried in soap 
boxes, it is alleged, and covered with 
less than one foot of earth. It Is al- 
leged that as recently as January, 1914 
a body was buried in the road in front 
of Julian Laughlin’s home, 600 feet from 
the property owned by the plaintiffs. 


Says Three Contracted Smallpox. 


The petition alleges that Kate 
English and two other members cf 
the family became sick of smallpox 
after a visit of some members of a 
funeral party, who called at the home 
for a drink of water, and the entire 
family was isolated from their frienis 
@ many weeks and could get only 
such food as neighbors brought and 
set down a distance from the house. 
The petition charges that Richard P. 
English was disfigured for life by 
smallpox contracted from the women 
who visited the house. 

They allege that because of the 
presence of the burial ground they 
are forced to rent their property at a 
very low price, and that they have 
lost large sums of money because of 
it. They ask for $15,000 damages 
and an injunction to prevent further 
burials in the cemeicrf. 

The first suit filed against the asso- 
ciation was instituted by Laughlin, who 
also asked $15,000 damages and an in- 
junction. 

The defendants, besides the cemetery 
association, are: Benjamin Burenstein, 
P. H. Miller, M. N, Olian, Maurice Lip- 
schitz, Sol Maisner, Simon Zuckerman, 
H. Specter, Jake Slupsky, H. Kessler, A. 
J. Marglous and H. Siegfried.

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CHARTER WORKERS 
MEET TONIGHT 10 
PLAN CAMPAIGN 


Proposition to Hold Meetings in 
School Buildings Will Be 
Decided Upon. 


COPIES FOR THE VOTERS 
Statement of Features of Charter 


Will Be Included in 
Leaflets. 


A proposition to use the public schoo? 
buildings for discussion of the proposed 
new city charter will be considered 
Thursday night by the Charter Con- 
ference Committee at its méeting at 
the Centra] Library. It is probable that 
the committee will indorse the plan of 
holding charter meetings in the school 
buildings. 


The opportunity to use the schoo! 
buildings for public meetings to explain 
the charter comes through a decision 


of the Board of Education, Tuesday 
night, to open the buildings for all pub- 
lic meetings free of charge. By hav- 
ing every school building available. 
meetings can be held in almost every 
neighborhood of the city and«smany per- 
eons reached who would otherwise be 
unable to hear the charter explained. 

The conference also will determine 
what its attitude will be toward the 
new charter. The representatives of 
the 43 organizations having membership 
'n the conference were asked to be 
ready to state whether their organiza- 
tions were for or against the charter. 
If a majority of the organizations are 
i: favor of the charter, plans for an 
active campaign for its adoption will be 
made at the meetings. The meeting 
will be held at 8 p. m. 

Charter Copies for V0Oters. 

The Municipal Assembly is working 
on bills to call a-special charter elec- 
tion June 30. 3 

If the election should be held on 
that date there would be a registra- 
tion June 16. That would enable be- 
tween 30,000 and 50,000 persons who 
are not now registered to get their 
namesS on the registration books for 
the August primary election. 

Unless there should be a charter 
election before the primary, all vot- 
ers who have moved since they las? 
registered, or who have otherwise be- 
come ineligible to vote since Febru- 
ary, 1913, would have no voice in the 
nomination of candidates in the pri- 
mary election. 

The Board of Freeholders has 
ranged for the distribution of 75,000 
copies of the proposed charter. Copies 
have been placed in all the public li- 
braries and at the headquarters of the 
political committees and district an‘ 
ward organizations. 

It is the desire of members of 
board that copies of the charter be 
placed in the hands of as many voters 
as possible. 

West End League for Charter. 

With each copy of the charter is a 
statement prepared by Secretary Jones, 
summarizing the important features of 
the document. The copies prepared for 
public distribution are indexed, so that 
the voter may turn immediately to the 
article of the charter in which he is 
particularly interested. 

The West End Business Men's Asso- 
ciation, at a meeting at the Odeon 
Wednesday night, unanimously indorsed 
the new charter and adopted a resolu- 
tion pledging active support in the cam- 
paign for its adoption. Daily talks en 
the charter will be made at noon at the 
club’s headquarters, 4470 Easton avenue, 
during the charter campaign. Col. Fred 
D. Gardner, member of the Board of 
Freeholders, explained the provisions of 
the charter to the members of the asso- 
ciation.

Present Charter. 

The refusal of two members of the 
present Board of Freeholders—Chair- 
man Jesse McDonald and Thomas J. 
Rowe to sign the proposed new city 
charter recalls the fact that three mem- 
bers of the Board of Freeholders of 
1876 who wrote the present city charter 
refused to sign it, but the charter was 
adopted. ~ 


They were Albert Todd, D. H. Arm- 
strong and C. H. Krickhaus. The offi- 
cial records on file in the City Regis- 
ter’s office do not show why these three 
members failed to sign the charter. 
Selden P. Spencer, vice-chairman of the 
present board, examined the records to 
ascertain whether the three members 
of the 1876 board filed their objections. 

McDonald and Rowe refused to sign 
the proposed charter because they dis- 
approved the legislative scheme which 
it provides. 


Former Circuit Judge George H. 
Shields is the only living member of the 
1876 Board of Freeholders. He is resting 
on his farm at Matson, Mo. The mem- 
bers of the board who signed the char- 
ter were: James O. Broadhead, Silas 
Bent, W. Dwigut Collier, Henry 7. 
Mudd, George W. Parker, George Penn, 
W. H. Phelan, Samuel Reber, F. H. 
Lutkewitte and Judge Shields. 

Scheme and Charter Vote. 

With the charter was submitted a 
scheme for the separation of St. Louis 
from St. Louis County. The special 
election was held Aug. 2, 1876. The 
charter, which was voted on in the city 
alone. received a majority of 1875 votes. 
The scheme of separation was voted on 
by both city and county. The vote was: 
City, yes, 11,417, and no, 95283; county, yes, 
1309, and no, 419. It appeared from the 
official returns that both the charter 
and the scheme had failed of adoption, 
but a contest was instituted which went 
to the Supreme Court and resulted in 


‘many precinct returns being thrown out 


and both the scheme and charter being 
declared carried.

NEW YORK, May 14.—After ane 


six huurs on the witness stand yester- 
day in the trial of Charles. Becker, 
charged with having instigated the 
murder of Herman Rosenthal, ‘Jack’ 
Rose resumed his place as the stellar 
attraction of the case. to aid District 
Attorney Whitman to bolster up the 
points attacked in his testimony by M. 


T. Manton, chief counsel for the defense. 

When Rose left the stand it was tho 
general opinion that his narrative fn 
the main had not been shaken. 

“Bridgie’’ Webber then was called by 
the prosecution to tell of the part he 
played in the murder plot and of the 
gathering of the four gunmen, now al! 
dead, at his poker rooms, 

Throughout his cross-examination 
yesterday Rose matched his replies to 
the questions put by Manton with a re- 
serve and retention of self-control that 
wielded a strange fascination upon ev- 
ery person in the courtroom, and when 
adjournment was taken he appeared to 
have come out of the ordeal in which 
his life had been laid bare less fa- 
tigued than did any of the other prin- 
cipals of the trial. 

Rose’s statements appeared to please 
District Attorney Whitman, but Man- 
ton, too, expressed elation at several 
admissions his questions drew forth. 

Never Changes Expression. 

Rose’s expression never changed dur- 
ing the grilling. The tone of his voice 
Was neither raised or lowered at any 
time. He reiterated his story of un- 
derworld intrigue and murder with a 
calm and matter-of-fact ain 

Manton managed to get Rose to admit 
that there were minor discrepancies be- 
tween the testimony he offered at the 
first trial and that he gave on direct ex- 
amination yesterday. Rose said his tes- 
timony yesterday was more complete in 
places than his former testimony. At 
the same time, he said, he told some 
things at the first trial he did not men- 
tion at this one. 

Manton put to the witness a series of 
questions designed to show that Rosen- 
thal figured prominently in a gambler’s 
war, and was hated. Rose admitted 
that Sam Paul, a gambler, and Rosen- 
thal had a disagreement soon after the 
latter’s house was raided. Rose also 
soid Rosenthal hired “Spanish Louis" 
to kill Sam Paul, but when he failed to 
du it, Rosenthal hired “Bloody Mike” 
to kill “Spanish Louis,’’ and he did so. 

Reads Letter to Schepps. 

Manton read to the jury a letter writ- 
ten by Rose to Sam Schepps, while the 
latter was in hiding at Hot Springs, 
Ark. In this letter Rose said Becker 
‘had thrown him down like a dog,’’ ard 
that the District Attorney had promised 
immunity to him (Rose), Schepps, Web- 
ber and Vallon. He then asked Schepps 
to return to New York and surrender. 

Manton picked up what appeared to 
be an affidavit from Jack Sullivan, 
known: as “King of the Newsboy 
Looking at this paper, he asked Rose 
whether he said to Sullivan while both 
of them were in the West Side prison: 
“The District Attorney wants Becker and 
I am going to deliver him. Self-pres- 
ervation is the first law of nature and if 
the District Attorney wants Becker he 
can have him.’’ 

“No,” declared Rose. He also declared 
he never had any coayersation with Sul- 
livan. Rose also denied having rejoiced 
over the death of Rosenthal. 

Denies He’s a Murderer. 
Manton shook his finger under Rose's 
nose and shouted: 

“Now, are you guilty of murder?’ 
Rose wriggled in his chair, and then 
whispered, ‘“‘No.”’ ra 

Whitman and Manton clashed at that 
point in regard tp a statement Manton 
alleged Louis Plitt, Becker’s press agent, 
had made. Justice Seabury finally al- 
lowed Manton to ask: “Did you tell 
Plitt in reply to a question asking Rose 
whether it was a fact that Becker had 
anything to do with the murder of Ros- 
enthal: ‘I swear by all that is holy that 
Becker didn’t have a thing to do with 
_ 

Rose denied this. He added that his 
conscience pricked him while he was ar- 
ranging for the murder of Rosenthal. 
“It pricks me now, too,’’ he concluded. 


CONVICT SURRENDERED 
BY MOTHER HE VISITED 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., May 14.— 
Henry Mantz sat in hie prison cell at 
the Kansas Penitentiary one day last 
February reading a letter from home. A 
few months before he had been convict- 
ed of burglary. “If I only could see 
mother again,” he said as he replaced 
the letter in his jacket. 

That night he slipped out of the prison 
yard and over the prison wall to liberty. 
He wrote to his mother in Anderson, 
Ind., of his escape and of his intention 
to return home. His mother sent the 
letter to Warden Botkin, saying she 
would notify him if her son came home, 
and explaining that while she loved him 
dearly, she believed he should pay for 
any crime he committed. Mantz ar- 
rived home last Saturday. Today he 
came back to the prison.

Major Accused of Looting, Too. 
He is accused of grand larceny in the 
alleged stealing of %0, the personal 
property of Louis Tikas. Another speci- 
fication is that Maj. Hamrock, in viola- 
tion of the sixty-second article of war, 
pillaged and looted the tent colony, ani 
also “did suffer, allow, permit and give 
permission to officers and men under 
his command to loot and pillage.’”’ 

The Major also is alleged to have 
committed grand larceny by stealing 
from the Ludlow tent colony, ‘‘the per- 
sonal property, goods and chattels of 
divers and sundry persons, unknown, of 
the value of $1000.” 

Maj. Hamrock has said he gave no 
orders directing the fire of his men int» 
the tent colony and that the machine 
guns did not fire into the colony. He 
said the fire of his men was directed 
toward armed strikers who had taken 
positions oeyond the tent colony and 
near the railroad tracks. He said 4 
soldier named Cole had taken the ma: 
chine guns up on a hill and directed 
them toward the railroad tracks, seek- 
inng to get his range. In seeking the 
range, Hamrock said, Cole had sent 
shots over the southwestern corner of 
the tent colony but the bullets did not 
touch the tents. 

Lieut. Benedict was called and he told 
a detailed story of the Ludlow fight, 
from the militia standpoint. He said a 
woman had written him a note saying 
her husband, a strike-breaker, was being 
detained in the Ludlow colony by Louis 
Tikas. He knew, he testified, that the 
strikers frequently made such prisoners, 
so he sent Corporal Patton with a squad 
into the colony to hunt for the missing 
man. He meanwhile reported to Maj. 
Hamrock, who telephoned to Tikas, ask- 
ing him to come and see him. 


Says Strikers Opened Fire. 
Shortly afterward, through his field 


giasses, Benedict sald, he saw groups of 
men in discussion in the colony and 
women and children departing from the 
tents. Then he made out that the strik- 
ers had armed themeelves, saw Tikas 
rush out of a tent, carrying a gun, with 
his arm toward the other men. who scat- 
tered along the railroad tracks, and 
opened fire. Then, Benedict said, he or- 
dered the setting off of three explosive 
bombs, the prearranged signal in case 
of an outbreak by the strikers. 
Benedict did not deny the possibility 
that the soldiers’ bullets had started the 
fatal fire in the tent colony. Benedict 
said Lieut. Linderfelt and Capt. Carson 
risked their lives repeatedly’ in saving 
women and children. 

The women and children killed, the 
witness said, bore no bullet wounds, but 
had died of suffocation in the pits where 
they sought concealment. Asked as to 
the killing of the boy, Snyder, Benedict 
said the boy’s own mother had stated 
in the hearing of himself and others 
that the lad had fallen from the bullets 
of the strikers’ own guns. He sald he 
had made a cursory examination of the 
body of Louis Tikas and there was no 
bruise on his head. He declared Tikas 
had been killed by rifle bullets when 
attempting to escape.

Women, children and men were 
knocked down and trampled upon. Soon 
nearly every room contained someone 
who had been hurt or overcome.

More 
than 100 women were injured. 


Thousands View Funeral Parade in 
Philadelphia; Two Men Hurt. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 14—Nearly 
75,000 persons yesterday honored the 
two sons of Philadelphia who died at 
Vera Cruz, George McKenzie Poinsett 
of the battleship Florida, and Charles 
Allen Smith of the New Hampshire, as 
their bodies lay in state in historic In- 
dependence Hall and hundreds of thou- 
sands lined the three-mile route over 
which slowly proceeded the funeral pro- 
ceasion that escorted the coffins on their 
way to local cemeteries..

Haggerty was buried in Cambridge: 
Watson in the little town of Easthani, 
on Cape Cod, and Percy at Highgate, 
Vt., on the Canadian border.

WOMAN KIDNAPER 
UF CHILD REMOVED 
10 GITY HOSPITAL 


Indictments to Be Asked for Her 
and Man, With Whom Hellas 
Matler Was Found. 


HE DENIES PART IN IT 


She Also Admits She Knew Lil- 
lian Eidelman Who Was Ab- 
ducted a Month Ago. 


Josephine Bottumne, alias Goady, waa 
transferred from police headquarters to 
the city hospital Thursday, while Cir- 
suit Attorney Harvey was reviewing 
the evidence upon which he later is- 
sued informations against her and ter 
companion, Shelton Cobb, on a charge 
of kidnaping 4-year-old Hellas Matler, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. A. B. Matler 
of 1237 North Sixteenth street. 

* The penalty, under the charge, ranges 
from a $600 fine to 20 years in prison. 

Physicians found the woman to be in 
delicate health and ordered her removal 
to the hospital. 

The child was taken from Carr Park 
Sunday night and, as stated in Wednes- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, was found at the 
residence where Cobb and the woman 
lived in Granite City. She was restored 
to her parents and her alleged kidnap- 
ers were arrested and brought to St. 
Louis. 

Similar to Eidelman Kidnaping. 

The Matler kidnaping was so strange- 
ly similar to that of 4-year-old Lilian 
Eidelman, a month ago, that detectives 
have questioned the woman to see if 
she had any part in that abduction. 
The woman said she had known the 
Eidelman girl and frequently had 
spoken to her, but denied any part in 
the kidnaping. Witnesses in the Eidel- 
man case, including the kidnaped child 
will be taken to the city hospital to try 
to identify the woman. 

Lillan Eidleman was kidnaped 
from in front of her home, 2005 
Franklin avenue. After being miss- 
ing two days, she was placed in cus- 
tody of Policeman Meyer at Fighth 
and Locust streets by a woman whose 
name he did not learn. 

The woman prisoner told a new 
story of her career Thursday. Al- 
though she told detectives the day 
before that her maiden name was 
Goady, she later related she had 
been raised by a family named Bot- 
tume, now living in Walnut Park. She 


is 19 years old. When 12 years old, 
she said, she was known as “Baby 
Dolson, the child lion tamer.” For 
three months, she said, she traveled 
with an animal show and appeared in 
a cage with three cub liens. 


Says Mother L@Ove Caused Act. 

The woman says she was a mother 
when 14 years old and that her girl 
died. The child, she said, resembled. 
Hellas Matler. When she saw Hellas 
playing in. Carr Park, she said she could 
not resist the temptation to kidnap her. 

Despite her assertion that mother love 
caused her to take the child, the police 
believe it was the intention to train the 
girl for the stage and make her a source 
of revenue for the woman and Cobb. 

The woman says she wanted to return 
the child to her parents when she 
learned that a search was being made, 
but that Cobb would not permit it. 

Man Dentes Part in It. 

She said she dressed the child Tues- 
day night intending to take her back to 
her parents, but that after she had 
missed a car from Granite City, Cobb 
induced her to return to their room.

Co®b denies he had any part in the 
abduction. He says the woman appeared 
at their home with the child and told 
him it was hers. 

The kidnaping of a child or grown 
person for the purpose of collecting ran- 
som is a crime punishable with death 
In Missouri, the minimum penalty being 
five years’ tmprisonment. Another stat- 
ute fixes a penalty of from one to ten 
vears’ imprisonment for taking an ab- 
ducted person out of the State. There is 
a third law which names 4% years’ im- 
prisonment as the maximum funish- 
ment for abducting a child umiler 12 
years old.

On the lot owned by the lady who lives in Kan- 
Bas City. 

On complaint to the Health and Police De- 
partments, and the Civic League, I have been in- 
formed that there ts no law by which the city 
can compel this lady to clean her sidewalk in 
winter, or cut her weeds in summer, because she 
does not live in St. Louis, but resides in Kansas 
City. This good lady had also, to my knowl- 
@dge, offers of $45 a front foot for the lot from 
@ man who wanted to build on it an attractive 
home, and, at this price, the lot adjoining me on 
the east, which is considerably more desirable 
was sold last fall, and a fine home has been 
built on it. But she refused to sell. 

Another thing, notwithstanding that this lady 
who lives in Kansas City refuses either to cut 
her weeds in summer, or clean her sidewa'k in 
winter, or sell her lot at the very fair price of 
$45 a front foot, it is taxed only on a valuation 
of $18 a front foot. Last week my neighbors 
joined with me and cleaned up all the dead cats 
and tin cans from this lot, so that we might do 
our share in the movement of “cleaning up St. 
Louts.” 

Do you know of anything to beat this kind of 
a@ game, from the standpoint of said lady? Don't 
you think it is time for property owners of 8t.

THE NEW HAVEN SQUABBLE. 

The pith of the controversy between Attorney- 
General McReynolds and General Counsel Folk of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission over the ex- 
amination of certain men connected with the 
New Haven scandal is whether Mr. McReynolds 
really intends. to prosecute the plunderers of the 
New Haven and whether the use of them as wit- 
resses by the commission would immunize them. 

Granting the sincerity of the Attorney-General 
and the possibility of a successful prosecution 
of these men, there is no question but that Mr. 
McReynolds has the better of the controversy. 
The indictment and conviction of men guilty of 
despoiling a great railroad property are much 
more to be desired than their exposure. Punish- 
ment of the guilty is far more effective as a 
means of enforcing law and restraining dishon- 
esty and spoliation on the part of corporate offi- 
cials than moral condemnation. 

If @ reasonable delay in exposing the offenses 
committed by former New Haven officials and 
their allies will enable the Department of Justice 
to bring out the facts through successful prosecu- 
tions in court, the end will justify the delay. 

In view of the Government's experience in the’ 
Beef Trust cases, when Federal investigation 
gave an immunity bath to lawless trust mag- 
nates, there is ground for Mr. McReynolds’ pro- 
test against risking similar consequences in the 
New Haven inquiry. 

If President Wilson’s theory of personal guilt 
is to be enforced, exposure by investigation must 
yield to exposure by legal prosecution. 

It is urged by the defenders of Mr. Folk and the 
Interstate Commerce Commissioners that the De- 
partment of Justice has had time to begin prose- 
cutions since the original exposure of New Haven 
corruption, but has not acted. 

It is true that Mr. McReynolds has been dere- 
lict, or at least painfully slow in action. He has 
not moved in either the New Haven or the Frisco 
scandals. In the Terminal case he has opposed

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PORTO RICO PROTESTS. 

A little while ago Champ Clark, indulging as 
is his wont in a flight of rhetoric, exclaimed:

You can’t make a 
silk purse out of a sow’s ear.” 

It may be some time before we hear from rep- 
resentative Filipinos what they think of this ut- 
terance of a Democratic leader. But Porto Rico is 
nearer, and Porto Rico, through the Democratic 
Club and the Times of Ponce, P. R., utters a 
Strong protest against the uncalled-for insult. 
The Times says, among other things: 

“It is notoriety that Champ*is after, and to a 
greater or less extent he has acquired it. He oc- 
cupies the chair once filled by Henry Clay.

In coupling the Porto Ricans with the Filipinos, 
Champ Clark probably had in mind a hazy idea of 
lot of savage aborigines, head-hunters over 
there and voodoo worshipers or worse over 
here. But it is ethnically incorrect to make any 
such a grouping. A majority of the Filipinos are 
genuine aborigines. But the Porto Ricans are, 
comparatively moderns, the native tribes having 
been practically exterminated in the eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries. The modern Porto 
Ricans are of Spanish and negro blood, with a 
slight admixture of the aboriginal West Indian. 
About 65 per cent of the people are whites with 
a growing leaven of Americans. And, in a total 
area of about 100 by 36 miles, they have 1000 
school buildings, with an average daily attendance 
of 75,000 pupils. 

Is it any wonder the Ponce Times is moved to 
say of Champ Clark that “His efforts were always 
directed to the use of extraordinary words or 
phrases as a substitute for what he lacks, viz., 
ideas?”

VERA CRUZ May 14.—Funston’s 
forces were surprised this morning whea 
Pevely Sadders and myself blew in 
Over the harbor from Galveston in 3 
Lambert hydroaeroplane, driven by ths 
Doctor himself, and carrying the blue 
mule suspended in mid-air below the 
Steat craft.

In the earlier rounds Douglas Grant 
of Richmond, England, led the field, 
with a score of 74 Later D. R. Ransom 
of Crowborough, England, made the 
round in 72. 

Charles W. Evans Jr. of Chicago, who 
was paired with John Ball of the Royal 
Liverpool Club, former amateur cham- 
pion, took 80 strokes, against his part- 
ner’s 79. Fraser Hale of Chicago took 
82. He was paired with Harold Weber 
of Toledo, who took 83. 

Jerome D. Travers of Upper Mont- 
clair, N. J., was drawn with Francis 
Ouimet, open champion of the United 
States. Travers went vut in a fine 45, 
while Ouimet took 39 strokes for the 
nine holes. 

Travers started out sensationally by 
making the first and second holes in 
three strokes each, holding a 2-yard 
putt at the first. 


Ouimet Starts Badly. 


Ouimet made a bad start. He topped 
his second stroke and registered five 
strokes for the first hole. He found 
a bunker at the seventh hole, lost 
two strokes in getting out and reg- 
istered strokes for the hole. 

Travers fell off on the homeward 
qourney. taking 42 strokes and bring- 
ne his total for the round up to 77. 

Tnisnet took 41 strokes on the sec- 
ond half of the round, making his 
total 80.

WRECKED QUAKER 
CLUB HEADED FOR 
SECOND DIVISION 


Scarcity of Experienced Pitchers 
and Weak ‘Infield Hamper 
Team.

Although the Phillies have fought 
their way into first division by dent of 
terrific hitting at the expense of Boston 
and New York pitchers, there is no rea-, 
son to believe that the proteges of 
Charley Dooin will long occupy their 
berth in the -upper tier. The Federal 
raiders have completely wrecked the 
Quaker entry and left it with a squad 
scarcely big enough for a team in a 
Class AA league. , 

Dooin is carrying only 20 men, against 
28 for the Cardinals, and upwards of 
30 for all the other clubs. The Phillies’ 
have six pitchers, while the Cardinals 
have 11 and the Cubs 13 hurlers at the 
present date. 

Just now Dooin has all his regulars 
on the job, and so long as they remain 
in the box score the Quakers may make 
a stubborn fight. However, the loss of 
one regular, especially an infielder, will 
put the Phils completely on the rocks. 
Should more than one pitcher be used 
up in a single game, Dooin likewise 
would find himself in a ticklish predica- 
ment. His hurling staff consists of 
Alexander, Chalmers, Marshall, Mayer, 
Jacobs and Oeschger (pronounced 
Oscar). 


Pitchers Lack Experience. 


Three of these are inexperienced. 
Mayer, a side-arm hurler, was consid- 
ered a second-string flinger last sea- 
son. Eppa Rixey, one of Dooin’s best 
bets, still is in college and will not join 
the Quakers until June 20, and until he 
reports Dooin will not be able to shift 
his hurlers much, unless he chooses to 
work Alexander overtime. 

Pitcher Cy Marshall, who was beaten 
by the Cardinals Wednesday, thanks to 
Harold Irelan’s errors, suffered his first 
defeat of the season here. Oeceschger, 
a recruit, is considered promising, al- 
though he lacks the experience to take 
his regular turn on the hillock. 

Dooin is using Hans Lobert at short, 
and he fails to measure up to Mike 
Doolan’s standard. Bobby Byrne is 
playing a bangup game at second, hit- 
ting better than he did in two years, 
but Irelan is a weak sister at third, 
while Lobert lacks the finish of a major 
League shortstop. 


Not a First Division Club. 


The infield is lopsided, with a glaring 
weakness on the left side of the dia- 
mond. The outfield is made up of slug- 
gers and a gfeat fielder in Paskert, but 
the club as a whole tacks speed and 
has no license to linger long in the first 
division. 

The Cardinals, even without Jack Mil- 
ler, lookéd infinitely better than the 
Quaker boys Wednesday. Huggins’ team 
has been getting great pitching of late 
and failed to win only because Butler, 
Wilson and Miller have been in a hitting 
slump. In every game played on the 
local field the Cardinal pitchers have 
either shaded or gotten a draw with 
the alien hurler on points. However, 
there hasn’t been a punch to the Cards, 
and because of their failure to hit, they 
also have looked bad on the defense. 


Butler on the Job. 


Artie Butler delivered his first pinch 
hit in weeks Wednesday, when he drove 
Huggins home with the first run in the 
fourth inning. Then Wingo, reformed 
into an outfielder, rammed through a 
single that scored Butler and put the 
Cards on their feet.

Star Players’ New Contracts Do 
Not Contain This Question- 
able Feature. 


Fed League President

CHICAGO, May 14.—James A. Gil- 
more, president of the Federal 
Baseball League, denied there 
would be any changes in the Fed- 
eral League circuit this year.

In instructing his club owners to for- 
tify themselves against any proposed 
raid by the Federal League by elimi- 
nating the 10-days’ clause from the play- 
ers’ contracts, Ban Johnson apparently 
has scored another victory over his Na- 
tional League rivals. 

Failure to knock out this 10-day gazipe 
in the Reds’ contracts right now has 


the owners of that team on Uneasy 
Street. The Reds are reported to have 
been made the target of a projected 
raid by the Keds and the Rhineland 
magnates may find it more difficult to 
hold their plgyers now than had they 
followed Johnson's lead and bound up 
the athletes to ironclad contracts weeks 
ago.

Capture of Tampico by Rebel 
Troops Is Construed as 
Bullish, 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 14.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, s@ys: 

“Overnight news of the capture of 
Tampico by the Mexican insurgents was 
promptly reflected on this morning’s 
stock market; the inference evidently 
being that this victory foreshadowed 
Iiuerta’s overthrow, and therefore sim- 
plified the situation. It was clear 
enough to Wali street that the elimina- 
tion Of Huerta would by no means set- 
tle everything; nobody seemed today to 
be satisfied as to just what our own 
relations to the insurgent leaders would 
be, supposing them successfully _in- 
stalled in control of the capital and the 
country. 

“But the perplexing diplomacy, which 
has based our present partial interven- 
tion wholly on our attitude towards 
Huerta, seemed at least to suggest the 
possibility of a solution of the immedi- 
ate dilemma, if Huerta’s retirement was 
forced by his Mexican antagonists, such 
as has not seemed otherwise possible, 
except through our army’s advance into 
the country. 

“European markets seemed to be 
somewhat similarly relieved, though 
their quotations for Mexican ‘securities 
were not changed. There was no deal- 
ing in those securities on our own Stock 
Exchange; but Mexican. Petroleum stock 
advanced 6 points, in very direct re- 
sponse to the overnight news and the 
inference that the insurgent leaders 
would protect the lately jeopardized 
American property in the fighting zone.

were concerned, the extraordinarily fa- 
vorable story of the past three weeks. 
A mass of private reports of serious in- 
sect damage from some private experts 
elicited flat denial from others and the 
wheat market refused to get excited 
over them. 

“This was the more interesting, from 
the fact that the old supply of wheat is 
now known to be closely measured to 
wirequirements between now and harvest. 

“European banks, in their weekly 
statements, merely reported a contin- 
uance of recent tendencies. The French 
Bank gained $2,600,000 gold; it now holds 
$34,000,000 more than a year ago, $86,- 
000,000 more than in 1912, and stands $6,- 
000,000 above the previous high record 
for this date. 

“On the other hand, the Bank of En- 
gland’s gold reserve decreased $676,000, 
and its holdings are nearly $3,000,000 less 
than at this time in any year since 1907. 


Gold Exports Likely. 


“Interest converged again upon the 
movement of foreign exchange, and 
the negotiations of foreign markets 
to secure gold here. Today’s rise in 
exchange eevanere sight drafts on. 
London to 4.88%, the highest level 
touched since March, 1909. This move- 
ment was in line with the strength 
shown yesterday, and indicates clear- 
ly that gold coin soon may be used 
as a form of remittance to Europe. 

“There were signs that the out- 
ward gold movement would soon be 
resumed, and that the metal might 
be shipped to London as well as to 
Paris. 

“An interesting development was 
the indication that Berlin was nego- 
tiating for more gold in this market. 
It is possible that these arrangements 
will be completed in time for ship- 
ment by Saturday’s steamer. Bankers 
will probably wait, however, until 
next week, when shipping facilities 
are better, and a considerable amount 
of gold may be taken for Paris. 

“Advices from the reign markets 
showed that none of the great Euro- 
pean banks was disposed to hold out 
inducements to obtain gold here at a 
time when exchange rates were so 
high as to make it relatively easy 
for Paris and Berlin bankers to se- 
‘oa 8 gold on the ordinary exchange 
818. 

“There was a slightly higher ten- 
dency to time money rates, and the 
banks did not make large purchases 
of mercantile paper. "
